New Monarch's Title Will 
Be Emperor and King 
Charles I. 


Ix)ndon, Nov. 23.—Emperor Charles of 
Austria has issued a proclamation to 
the Austro-Hungarians declaring his in- 
flexible intention to maintain the war 
until "a peace assuring the existence 
and development of the monarchy," re- 
cording to. a X'ienna dispatch to Reuters 
by way of Amsterdam. 


The dispatch says the proclamation 
was printed in a special edition of the 
Wiener Zeitung together with an auto- 
graph letter addressed to Premier Koer- 
ber. The letter announced that the now 
monarch has taken over the govern- 
ment and confirmed the premier in 'lis 
present functions. After paying homage 
to the late emperor, the proclamation 
said: 


•T will continue to complete his work. 
I ascend his throne in a stormy time. 
Our aim has not yet been reached and 
the illusion of the "enemy to throw down 
my monarchy and our allies is not yet 
broken. 
You know me to be in har- 
monv with my peoples in my inflexible 
decision to continue the struggle until 
a peace assuring the existence and de- 
velopment of the monarchy is obtainod 
and r will do all in my .power to banish 
a? soon as possible the horrors of war 
and to obtain peace as soon 
as 
the 
honor of our arms, the conditions of 
life of my countries and their allies an»l 
the defiance of our enemies will allow."

Railroad View Presented at 
Joint Congressional Com- 
mittee Hearing. 


Washingrton, D. C.. Nov, 23.—The 
railroad view of what is the matter 
with the country's transportation fa- 
cilities was presented to the joint con- 
gressional investigating commltte to- 
day by Alfred P. Thorn, counsel for the 
railway executive advisory committee. 


Mr. Thorn, chosen as first spokesman 
for the roads when the committee de- 
cided to begin its inquiry by hearing 
their side of the case, blamed the pres- 
ent system of "corrective" regulation, 
divided between the state and federal 
governments for most of the trouble 
to the public and carriers, and appealed 
for a discussion of necessary changes 
"not on any mere theory or jealousy 
as to the distribution of governmental 
power, but upon the large issue of 
what public interest requires." 


Rates Less Important. 


Rates, Mr. Thom declared, are less 
important public interest than "cer- 
tainty, safety and sufficiency of trans- 
portation". under 
present 
conditions 
"in which 
the 
railroad 
business is 
largely controlled by political instead 
of business considerations," he added, 
railroad credit is so poor and returns 
so small that adequate extensions- of 
lines into undeveloped territory and 
enlargement of facilities are impossi- 
ble. 
He said increased 
transporta- 
tion facilities would tend to reduce the 
high cost of living by opening up new

Purdue Men Visit George 
Kell's Pine Display 
of Hens. 


Inspection of the poultry demonstra- 
tion fann of George Kell, near Hunter- 
town, was made Thursday by Leroy L. 
Jones and R. B. Eas.son, of the poultry 
and agricultural extension department of 
Purdue university. There are now twen- 
ty poultry demonstratiori farms in the 
state and within two months possibly a 
dozen more will be established, Mr. Jones 
says. Mr. Kell's farm is the only one of 
its kind in the county, but another may 
be established 
before spring, 
thereby 
reaching the limit of two farms to a 
county. 


"Purdue's poultry extension 
depart- 
ment is trying to put the hen on a busi- 
ness basis," declared Mr. Jones. 
The 
average net income on the Kell farm for 
196 hens from April 1, 1915, to April 1, 
1916, was $279.30. 
The average net in- 
come, taken as a state average, from 129 
hens, was $176.26. 
Figures taken from 
1,000 farms in the state show that the 
financial average labor income is $750.00. 
The earning power of the hen cannot be 
overlooked on that basis, Mr. Jones says. 


Keepers of poultry farms are furnished 
with blanks on which they make month- 
ly reports showing all the costs of . feed 
for the hens. 
Poultry 
demonstration 
farms are only established in counties in 
which there are county agents. 
Mr, 
Jones will be in Allen county from Feb. 
13 to 16 and take part in the short 
course at Harlan. Mr. Jones will be en- 
gaged steadily during the winter in the 
short course work and Mr. Easson will 
attend poultry shows.

It reports the de- 
struction by Rumanian forces of the 
bridge over the Danube near Corabia, 
5fty miles southeast of Craiova; the 
aring of stores of ammunition there 
and the sinking by the Rumanians 
3f their barges in the Danube pre- 
sumably in the region indicated. 


So far it appears the 
entente 
forces which captured Monastir have 
Tiot been able to press their advance 
beyond the new line taken up by 
the Bulgarians and Germans a short 
distance north of the city. 
Sofia re-

Steady Decline Now Seen in 
New Cases Developing 
in Gotham. 


Washington, Nov. 23.—The infantile 
paralysis epidemic in Greater New York 
is practically ended, according to Surge- 
on C. H. Lavinder of the public health 
eervice, who in a report just made, said 
the niimber of cases in the entire city 
had fallen to less than 40 per week, 
with a continued steady decline. 


In Massachusetts, where the epidemic 
reached its crest later than in other 
states, the disease is now steadily and 
sharply on the decline. 
Statistics com- 
piled by Surgeon Lavinder, bringing re- 
turns up to late in October in most in- 
stances, show New Jersey with 134.25 
cases per 100,000 population was hard- 
er hi^ than any other state, outside of 
New York with Greater New York in- 
cluded. 
In Greater New York the rate 
was 165.32 and New York state, ex- 
clusive of New Y'ork City, it was 84.91. 
In Connecticut it was 68.89; Massa- 
chuBetts, 42.88; Minnesota, 36.6; Dela- 
ware, 31.4; Rhode Island, 30.6; Penn- 
sylvania, 20.22; Maryland, 19.9; Mon- 
tana, 17.4; Maine, 14.13; Wisconsin, 
14.03; Michigan, 14.01; New Hanip- 
Bhire, 12.89; Illinois, 12.5, and the re- 
maining states below 10. 


Surgeon Lavinder points out that in 
three groups of states the incidence rate 
\ras highest, being markedly above that 
of the rest of the countrj'. These groups 
B.re in a general way arranged like a 
Jarge inverted "Y", the base being form- 
ed by the New England States, one arm 
stretching ^yest along the Great Lakes, 
^nd the other south along the Atlantic 
coast. 
In this connection he says it 
jhas been suggested . that main lines of 
itTftv«! might receive consideration. 


"We might reasonably conceive," says 
iDr. lATinder, "that one focus, starting 
in New York City and vicinity, has 
ptretched north through New England, 
yest along the Great Lakes, say as far 
as Ohio, and also somewhat west. An- 
otJiàr focus, beginning with Minnesota, 
bas stretched east toward Ohio and also 
»omewhat west. 
A third focus might 
be cOTceived as originating in Mississippi 
or Alabama and stretching north along 
the coast to Virginia and Maryland. We 
Isjcjc any data of consequence to support 
this view.

ranch, one of the most 
elaborately 
equipped in northern California. % 
Sketch of His Career. 


Jack London was born at San Fran- 
cisco, Cal., January 12, 1876. 
After 
completing his ^igh school education 
he entered the University of California, 
but did not complete his course,' and 
left college to go to the Klondike dur- 
ing the famous gold rush to Alaska In 
1897. He went to sea before the mast 
In 1892, and the next year made a 
trip which Included a visit to Japan 
and a seal hunting ^iruise in the Ber- 
ing sea. 
In 1899 he tramped through 
the United States for the purpose of 
making a first-hand study of social and 
economic problems, which studies he 
used, with his other experiences in his 
prolific writings. 


In 1906 London built a 55-foot yacht, 
the Snark, in which during 1907-1909 
he cruised the south seas. 
His life 
was strenuous and many of his books, 
particularly "John Barleycorn," were 
popularly accepted as autobiographical 
experiences. Early in his career he set 
himself the task of writing a certain 
amount every day and he lived up to 
the undertaking to the last. 
, London was deeply interested in so- 
cialism and recently devoted himself 
to farming, a hobby, he testified in 
court a few days ago, to which he de- 
voted all the earnings Irom his pen. 
He made a deep study of agricultural 
problems and recently qualified as an 
expert on farm Irrigation. 


He married Bessie Maddern, of Oak- 
land, Cal., April 7, 1900. 
They later 
separated and on November 19, 1905, 
London married Charmion Kittredge, 
of Berkeley, Cal. 
London came into 
literary prominence in 1903 when he 
published "The Call of the Wild." 
This 
was followed the next year by "The 
Sea Wolf." He was author of at least 
forty books, several plays and a great 
many short stories.

Joliet, 111., Nov. 23.—A conscience 
which was always with him and per- 
mitted no peace of mind impelled Hen- 
ry Patterson, an escaped honor convict, 
to drive up to the Joliet penitentiary in 
a taxicab last night and surrender to 
the prison authorities. 


Patterson, who was received as a 
prisoner from Peoria on an intermi- 
nate sentence of from «.ne to ten years 
for larceny, fled from the prison honor 
farm on August 6, 1915, 
He sought 
safety from detection in farm work 
just outside of Ottawa, III. 


The fear of discovery preyed on him. 
He watched each approaching horse 
and carriage on the road leading to 
the farm in fear that a deputy sheriff 
was coming to bring him back to the 
penitentiary. He grew so nervous that 
he was certain the farmer had noticed 
it. 
Then he fled to Iowa, where he 
found another farm job near Pleasant 
Prairie. 


Patterson was born and reared on 
a farm and he remembered that the 
prison authorities knew it.

they would search for him on farms. 
So his conscience forced him back to 
Illinois, where he found work on a 
small steamer on the lower Illinois 
river.

So yesterday morning he took the 
train to Joliet and, fearing that he

Patterson was sent to his old cell.

Board of Trade Head Says 
Food Waste Will Not 
Be Tolerated. 


liondon, Nov. 23.—Walter Runclman, 
president of the board of trade, a'd- 
dresslng a meeting of London hotel 
keepers last night demanded an im- 
mediate curtailment of menus. 
He 
declared that there must be an imme- 
diate and drastic cutting down and a 
decrease In the use of imported foods. 


"I have Just seen," he said, "a speci- 
men of a Christmas menu which is be- 
ing circulated as an advertisement by 
a leading Londoo hotel. Such an elab- 
orate program would be wasteful even 
in peace time and is little short of 
scandalous in war times. 
Such a sit- 
uation cannot be allowed. 
All menus 
must be drastically cut down and there 
must bo one or two Ashless and meat- 
less days weekly. 
There musfr be an 
immediate decrease in the use of Im- 
ported foods. Waste Is especially no- 
ticeable in the use of expensive cakes 
and confections. If the trade interests 
will not take the necessary action the 
government must force them to do so." 


Following the meeting the Savoy ho- 
tel announced tho cancellation of its 
special Christmas and New Years din- 
ners.

23.—Increases

wages to employes in factories, mills 
and on railroads all over the United 
States which will amount to approx- 
imately $50,000,000 annually have been 
announced since Nov. 1. 


Following two other increases of 10 
per cent each and one restoring a cut 
of 12Yi per cent made during the 1915 
depression, the United States Stoel Cor- 
poration has announced another 10 per 
cent increase. 
This latest increase af- 
fects 250,000 employes and 
will 
add 
about $20,000,000 to the corporation's 
pay roll. It takes effect Dec. 15. 


On May 1 last the corporation an 
iiounced an increase of 10 per cent and 
on Feb. 1 a raise of about the same pro- 
portion was announced.

lows an announcement of price advance- 
in many iron and steel products.

"It is impossible for rail- 
roads to earn enough to supply tlie nec- 
essary new facilities for cprrent revenue. 
They must be provided from credit. In- 
vestors cannot be coerced, but 
must 
be attracted." 


Affect Railroad Credit. 


Among the conditions £^ffecting rail- 
road credit which deter investors, Mr. 
Thom mentioned the following: 


"Railroad revenues are not controlled 
by investors, but are fixed and limited 
by governmental authority and not by 
one, but by severad governmental au- 
thorities, which do not recognize re- 
sponsibility for assured results to in- 
ve'5+nv'j anil are entirely nnm-oT'linated. 


"Railroads cannot control and 
the 
government cannot and does not limit 
the expense account. 


"The present system of regulation 
is based on a policy of regulation and 
correction and not on a policy of help- 
fulness and encouragement. 


"The outstanding obligations of the 
railroads have already exceeded 
the 
financial 
rule of safety and Involve a 
disproportionate amount of obligation 
bearing fixed charges. 


"The investor must accept a subor- 
dinate obligation or security with no 
assurance of a surplus of earnings to 
support it. 


"Let us get a fair view of the prob- 
lem we have under consideration." 


Mr. Thom spoke for two hours and 
the committee adjourned until tomor- 
row, when he will resume.

Striking Pay Dirt. 


"While the federal grand jury now at work at Indianapolis in its 
investigation of alleged election frauds in Indiana has as yet made no 
report and returned rio indictments, there are unmistakable indica- 
tions that it has "struck pay dirt," and that it i^ uncovering condi- 
tions which will serve to materially increase Indiana's representa- 
tives in the Leavenworth prison. Numerous witnesses from various 
sections of the state are being summoned, and there is every reason to 
believe that alleged purchase of votes, illegal registration and il- 
Igal casting of ballots will be given not only a searching investiga- 
tion, but prompt and adequate punishment where it can be estab- 
lished. 


"When announcement was made shortly before election that steps 
would be taken to safeguard the Indiana ballot there was ground for 
hope that the warning would prove efficacious and that those who 
had been framing crookedness would heed a healthful admonition. 
It appears that in some sections, at least, admonition was not suf- 
ficient. Subpoenas for witnesses from Gary, from Franklin and from 
several other Indiana cities point the finger of suspicion in these di- 
rections, while most surprising of all is the charge that in Bartholo- 
mew county there was wholesale dickering in the votes of the farmer 
jDopulation. The farmer, be it remembered, is not usually involved in 
transactions of this character. He is usually too staid and too con- 
scientious a citizen to listen to the lure of the vote manipulator. 
When, however, it is charged that votes in Bartholomew county were 
on the market at from $5 to $20 each, the authorities are justified in 
their desire to ascertain just who sold them and precisely who pur- 
chased them. There is but one place for either the vote buy or the 
vote seller, and both should be sent there promptly. Indiana cannot i 
afford to see the investigation dropped until this has been done. 


Few men will envy Archduke Charles Francis Joseph the tre- 
mendous task that confronts him as he ascends the throne of Austria- 
Hungary following the death of the aged Emperor Francis Joseph. 
It is staggering. The life of Francis Joseph ended as it had endured 
—national turmoil and war merely supplanting the amazing roster of 
sorrow and of tragedy that had beset the aged monarch through un- 
counted years. Will the neW ruler, heir to the throne by virtue of 
assassination which kindled the fires of war in the European world, 
measure up to the gigantic demands of his empire in this peculiar 
time? History alone can answer that. Certain it is that few mon- 
archs have been called upon to grasp the reigns of power under cir- 
cumstances more tiying or with a future more uncertain. 
Soldier 
Charles Francis Joseph has shown himself to be, but the future de- 
mands more than the craft of war. It will call for tact, judgment 
and statesmanship of the highest order to preserve intact and con- 
tent the diversified elements that make up the empire over which 
Francis Joseph held sway for nearly seventy years. 


Perhaps it will never be definitely known whether it was the 
Judicially deliberative temperament of Mr. Hughes or the sore spots 
in the harrowed feelings of Chairman Willcox that occasioned a de- 
lay of somewhat more than two weeks following the election before 
the defeated nominee expressed his congratulations to President Wil- 
son on his re-electioij, in conformity with a custom that has been ob- 
served for many years. All evidence, however, points toward the 
Willcox side of the proposition, Mr. Hughes has at no time mani- 
fested cither cheap petulance or an inclination to question the re- 
sult. At any rate, he ha® now forwarded the belated message of 
felicitation, and the formalities may said to be happily completed. 


In the first legal ruling on the statute, Judge Hook in the 
United States district court at Kansas City, has held the Adamson law 
unconstitutional, though he makes it clear that his decision is not the 
fruit of mature consideration—^for that has been impossible in the 
length of time at his command—^but rather from a desire to expedite 
the case for final decision in the United States supreme court, where 
it was certain to be carried,» regardless of-the finding of the lower 
courts. The net i-esult is, therefore, that the present ruling is mean- 
ingless so far as it has to do with the ultimate conclusions that shall 
be reached.

Adjustment Between China 
and Russia Makes Lit- 
tle Progress. 


Peking, Oct. 20.—(Correspondence of 
The Associated Press)—Negotiations be- 
tween China and Russia for the adjust- 
ment of the outbreak in Sinkiang pro- 
vince, or Turkestan, which resulted in 
the killing of four hundred Mohamme- 
dans by Russian nomads, are progress- 
ing slowly, Russian officials charge that 
German agents in 
Sinkiang 
province 
stirred up the feeling against Chinese 
Mohammedans, which resulted in the 
murders. 
Consequently 
the Russians 
are more firmly than ever aligned with 
the English in their effort to induce 
China to expel Germans and join the 
Allies. 
France is also making eflForta 
to have China enter the war, while 
Japan,''of all the entente powers, is hold- 
ing out against this movement. 


The Chinese foreign oflSce has in- 
structed Liu Jen-ching, the Chinese min- 
ister at Petrograd, to confer with the 
Russian foreign office and ask for a set- 
tlement of the Sinkiang province trouble 
i^)on condition that the nomadic huzzaks 
responsible for the murder of Chinese 
citizens shall be punished; that pay- 
ment be made to the families of the 
murdered Mohammedans; 
that officers 
re^onsible for keeping 
order 
in 
the 
troubled district be reprimanded; that 
the Sino-Russo 
agreement 
concernm;* 
these nomads be revised in such a way 
that Russia shall limit their visits to 
Chinese territory and supen-ise them 
more carefully.

Twenty-one automobile drivers gath- 
ered in the first session of the "Traffic 
Law Tramplers" congress held in police 
i.court, Thursday morning. 
Commonplace 
round of drunks, petty thieves and wife 
abusers, which generally hold the boards 
in the d t y court, were completely sub- 
merged in heated discussions on proper 
precautions in propelling automobiles. 


In most cases the alleged careless au- 
tomobile pilots were fined. Pop\ilar pen- 
alty was $5 and costs. .Danger of pro- 
ceeding along dark and slippery streets, 
with only the shadowy glow of 
weak 
dimmers was piled on the scales of jus- 
tice by attorneys for the defendants in a 
vain effort to overbalance the city law 
which says that glaring headlights must 
never be used in Fort Wayne. 


Prosecutor Hoffman reviewed the ef- 
fort that had been made to induce auto- 
mobile drivers to quit using the glaring 
headlights on Fort Wayne streets. 


"The practice has become an outrage," 
he said. "In no other city will you find as 
many flaring lights as are displayed on 
the streets of Fort Wayne. 
We have 
been too lenient. It is time to make an 
example of these men. 
I insist that 
the court do his duty."

.street, was the first defendant called. He 
answered the first question by saying, 
"Yes, I am unfortunate enough to have 
an automobile." 
He was charged with 
carrying glaring headlights but said he 
was afraid of striking obstacles placed 
in the street a few rods from where he 
was halted, and had turned on the lights 
to protect liimself. He was fined $5 and 
costs.

liners. 


The United States bases its attitude 
in the case of the Arabia on the assump- 
tion that it was unarmed and torpedoed 
without warning and is luiable to see 
that there was adequate justification for 
it. 
Washington believes the submarine 
commander, on ascertaining that there 
were women and children on the decks 
should have refrained from making an 
attack. 


Germany in the four cases in regard 
to which replies already have been made 
was found to hâve fairly ¡convincing 
finswers, which is believed may t)ut quite 
a different aspect on affairs. It is point- 
ed out here for example that according 
to testimony of her "own passengers the 
Arabia was armed and Used her cannon; 
that the sea was smooth and that othér 
vessels were near. 
It is argued that 
the Arabia, having on board a large 
number of coolie war workers, should 
be regarded as a transpoiit.

tent, for I have my prayer," said a little 
old mother from Duntochar as she sat in 
King: George's hospital strokinsr her sick 
son's hand. 


Corporal Scott Macallister, one 
shat- 
tered leg tied into a surgical cradle, tried 
bravely to smile. 
It is not the Scotch 
way to say much, but all the ward knew 
that the frail little mother from Dunto- 
char had given seven sons to the war. 


"Mother dinna talk mtich," 
explained 
Corporal Macallister; "it seems she just 
wants to sit near and look at me. 
I am 
her youngest—almost 28—and I just re- 
member father. 
It was 
mother 
who 
reared us and trained us to be men. 


"When my brothers and I were grown, 
we said mother's days of rest had come. 
Then war came, and we knew we all 
must go. 
The worst worry was leaving 
mother alone, seven miles from the shops. 
At first she was set on staying by the 
old home; there we had all been little, 
and she loved it so. 
But before we would 
offer ourselves for the army mother con- 
sented to bide in Glasgow. 


"Alec found a wee house among friend- 
ly 
neighbors; 
three 
rooms, just 
big 
enough for mother and our collie. Sport. 
Leaving her there, frail and lonely, hurt 
worse Ithan the hardest flght; but mother 
smiled as she kissed us when we marched 
away."

During ten years behind prison walls 
he has by the power of his great genius 
and indomitable will fought his way 
upward from the despair of a tubercular 
outcast to the inspiration of a healthy, 
intelligent man of 38. . 


He is eaíTiing more than .$5,000 a 
year from enterprises developed in a 
cell for an office. 


He has a standing offer of $10,000 a 
year from a prominent firm, to take ef- 
fect in case he is ever freed. 


His magazine articled on commercial 
subjects, his brilliant letters and his 
general knowledge of conditions "out- 
side" rank him as a man of affairs and 
a wizard in the world of trade. 


All this he has done in spite of the 
eternal shadow over his head. 
So it is 
that this 
"Circumstantial Convict" of 
Arizona finds himself today the most 
prominent prisoner in the United States. 
He has made himself a ljuman mecca to 
which many clever people have gravi- 
tated and gone away refreshed. 


Eminent lawyers, criminologists and 
scientists have gone on record, declaring 
that the theory on which Eytinge was 
convicted is utterly impossible and that 
the man is a victim of circumstances. 


In his youth Eytinge forged a check 
and served a prison term in Ohio. 
He 
had consumption when he came oüt and 
a relative sent him to Arizona. 
On the 
way he met John Laitch, a Cheboygan 
barber, also a "lunger." 
The two be- 
came friends and Eytinge did what he 
could to cheer the dying man. 


One afternoon they went for a picnic 
on the desert. 
Laitch died. 
Eytinge 
was accused of killing him with chloro- 
form. When overcome by attacks of the 
disease, Laitch found greatest comfort 
in a whifT of chloroform and kept a 
bottle for that purpose. 


Suspicion, circumstanceg and a past 
record sounded Eytinge's ^oom. He was 
convictcd and .«^ent to prison for life.

Once in the penitentiary ,he did not 
whine, but decided to make the best of 
it. He was ill and no one expected him 
to live. 
Eytinge thought othenvisc. He 
wanted to live and do something to 
prove his worth. 


He conceived the idea of establishing 
a mail order business for the sale of 
Mexican hair goods, canes and other 
articles manufactured by the prisoners. 
His clever letters and advertisements 
brought him 
more 
biisiness 
than he 
could: handle. 


He began writing for magazines, es- 
pecially those devoted to business. 
He 
attracted instant attention, and almost 
before he realized it had developed a 
reputation as a business expert. 
From 
his cell he directed the correspondence of 
many a big concern and offered advice 
that placed many another once more on 
the profit side of the ledger. 


This was a special service and it paid 
well. 
Eytinge's name became one to 
coniure with in the business world. 


He is now the head of a Boston com- 


pany bearing his name and has more 
than once been honored by being invited 
to address great commercial houses by 
proxy. His income reaches five figures. 


His chief enterprise at present is the 
publication 
of 
a 
monthly 
magazine 
called "Postage, the magazine of direct 
mail advertising." It is a model of ex- 
pert editing, careful typography and ably 
written text. 


Such is the 
man 
Arizona sent to 
prison for life on circumstantial evi- 
dence. 
Now that passing j'ears have 
cooled the hatred that inspired his con- 
viction, a grave doubt that he is being 
justly punished exists over the state. 
Many prominent ^ e n have come for- 
ward in his behalf, 
" 


"I have erred and I have been richly 
punished," he saya. 
"I am here for a 
crime I 
did 
not 
commit, 
convicted 
through circumstances largely of my 
own making. 
I am not a murderer. 
I 
want to go, but I want to go with 
the stain of Cain rubbed away by a just 
public."

federal grand jury now at work at Indianapolis in its 


Investigation of alleged election frauds in Indiana has as yet made no 
report and returned no indictments, there arc unmistakahle indica 
tions that it has "struck pay dirt," and that it is uncovering concli 
tions which will servo to materially increase Indiana's representa 
tives in the Leavenworth prison. Numerous witnesses from, variou 
section3 of the state are being summoned, and there is every reason ti 
helieve that alleged purchase of votes, illegal registration and il 
Igal casting- of ballots will be given not only a searching invcstiga 
tion, hut prompt and adequate punishment where it can be cstab 
lished. 


When announcement was made shortly before election that steps 


•would be taken to safeguard the Indiana ballot there was ground for 
hope that the warning would prove efficacious and that those who 
had been framing crookedness would heed a healthful admonition. 
It appears that in some sections, at least, admonition was not suf- 
ficient. Subpoenas for witnesses from Gary, from Franklin and from 
several other Indiana cities point the finger of suspicion in these di- 
rections, while.most surprising of all is the charge that in Bartholo- 
mew county there was wholesale dickering in the votes of the farmer 
population. The farmer, be it remembered, is not usually involved in 
transactions of this character. He-is usually too staid and too con- 
scientious a citizen to listen to the lure of the vote manipulator. 
"When, however, it is charged that votes in Bartholomew county were 
on the market at from $5 to $20 each, the authorities are justified in 
their desire to ascertain just who sold them and precisely who pur- 
chased them. There is but one place for either the vote buy or the 
vote seller, and both should be sent there promptly. Indiana canno*t 
afford to see the investigation dropped*until this has been done.
